Grand 
Forks, N. 
I)., March 20.— 
North Dakota 
Republicans declared 
that Senator Robert M. La Follette 
of W isconsin 
was their choice 
for 
president and they gave him a ma­ 
jority of approximately 12,000 votes 
over Colonel Theodore Roosevelt in 
their presidential prim ary election. 
The 
Wisconsin senator ran away 
ahead of the wildest hopes of his own 
managers. 
His candidacy has seem­ 
ingly swept the state from one end to 
the other and the supposed impregna­ 
ble strongholds of the Roosevelt forces 
were battered down and m ajorities for 
La 
Follette were builded up where 
there appeared to be every reason to 
believe that the colonel would he giv­ 
en the larger end of the vote. 
On the Missouri slope, where the 
Roosevelt managers had hoped to se­ 
cure their greatest strength, La Fo l­ 
lette carried at least four counties, one 
is still doubtful, while m ajorities in 
other counties which 
Roosevelt did 
carry were cut in two and three by 
the force of the Iva Follette campaign. 
Morton county, where the Roosevelt 
managers expected 1,000 majority, is 
typical. 
There the Roosevelt m ajority 
is only about 300. 


Candidacy Takes Like Wildfire. 


In the lied River valley, where La 
Follette's greatest strength was in evi­ 
dence, hi < candidacy took like wildfire 
at 
the polls. 
Grand 
Forks county, 
which had been tabled for La Follette 
with a m ajority of about 600, actually 
gave him over 1,000, while Cass, al­ 
most conceded 
by 
the 
La Follette 
forces to Roosevelt, has given him an 
even greater majority, according to 
the returns available. 
Only one of the extreme eastern tier 
of counties was carried by Roosevelt, 
Pembina, where he obtained a major­ 
ity of about 600, 
Walsh, Grand Forks. 
Traill, Cass and Richland combined 
have given Iva Follette about 3,000 ma­ 
jority and, advancing into the cen­ 
tral east, the central section and the 
central west and into the northeastern 
section, that m ajority 
has mounted 
rapidly, until it had attained a total 
of nearly 13,000. 
South aud west of the Missouri there 
was a slight decrease in the vote, but 
the hope for solid Roosevelt support 
was lacking and five of the counties 
in that section went for La Follette, 
the other five going for Roosevelt, one 
with only a m ajority of ten. 
The force of the La Follette move­ 
ment has been so great as to carry 
very delegate on the ticket, not one J 
if the I.a Follette delegates being de­ 
bated, and as a result the Wiscon- 
dn senator w ill enter the Chicago oon- 
ention with ten men, not only pledged 
md instructed to work for him but 
Aho are heart and soul into the game 
or his candidacy. 


Marshall National Committeeman. 


Thomas Marshall, for national com- 
nitteeman, has a m ajority that w ill 
ie equally as large as that of La Fol- 
ette’s, if not larger and the Iva Fol-

The La Follette forces declare that 
heir m ajority w ill go to 15,000 when 
he final vote is counted. 
The total vote cast in the state, it

President T aft was report 
cd as saying at Poston that the vol­ 
untary prim ary power, as he calls it— 
the "soap box prim ary” — that is, a 
method adopted by the people as the 
only way in which to express (heir 
wishes when their legislatures deny 
them any opportunity 
to do so, 
is 
worse than nothing. 
Put the president 
continued to say that he favored a 
preferential 
prim ary 
for 
the prest 
dency. 
Colonel Roosevelt in his state 
nu-nt says: 
“ I 
am exceedingly 
glad 
that the 
president has taken this ground and 
if his campaign managers w ill sincere­ 
ly back him in the proposition we w ill 
be able at once to get the presidential 
preferential primary in Mic higan, Illi­ 
nois, Maryland, the District of Colum 
bin and New York. 
"On the* 5th of this month Matthew- 
Hale of Poston, acting on behalf of 
the Massachusetts progressive Repub­ 
licans, who were making a desperate 
fight for the' passage of the presiden­ 
tial preference prim ary bill, wired the 
president at the W h ite House asking 
him for his moral support in securing 
the passage of the Massachusetts bill. 
Mr. Hale referred especially to the 
fact that the president’s adherents in 
Massachusetts 
were 
using 
every 
means to defeat the passage of the 
bill. 
"On the sixth of March the presi­ 
dent’s secretary, Mr. Hilles, wrote Mr. 
Hale a brief note saying his message 
had been received and by direction of 
Mr.

Augusta, Me., March 20.— Local op­ 
tion for cities and towns, a $2,000,000 
bond issue for good country roads, a 
public utilities commission and ade­ 
quate employers’ liability legislation 
were the principal policies outlined in 
the platform adopted by the Demo­ 
crats of Maine at the biennial state 
convention 
The twelve delegates to the national 
convention in Baltim ore w ill go not 
only unpledged but without an expres­ 
sion of preference from the conven­ 
tion. 
A W ilson resolution was sub­ 
mitted to the committee on resolu­ 
tions, but was not accepted. 
The con­ 
vention also nominated six candidates 
for the electoral college.
